100 YEARS AGO 


One hundred years ago 
this week, the First Ala- 
bama infantry was among 
about 7,000 Confederate 
troops guarding Port Hud- 
son on the Mississippi - 
some 25 miles above Baton 
Rouge. For seven weeks 
these troops kept 40,000 
Federals busy and away 
from Vicksburg, which was 
also under siege. General 
Franklin Gardner, the Con- 
federate commander at 
Port Hudson was ordered 
by Federal General Nath- 
aniel Banks to surrender 
on May 26, 1863. He re- 
fused and a long seige fol- 
lowed during which one 
Alabama __ officer wrote; 
“We ate all the beef - all 
the mules - all the dogs - 
and all the rats that could 
be obtained prior to the 
capitulation.’’ Port Hudson 
fell on July 9, 1863, after 
he capitulation of Vicks- 
burg on July 4 

[he First Alabama was 
Organized under an act of 
the Alabama Legislature 
authorizing the enlistment 
of troops for 12 months, 
first saw action at 
Pensacola, Where they 
were transferred to the 
army of the Confederate 
States, Being the oldest 
regiment in the Confeder- 
ate service, it was first 
called on to re-enlist for 
the war.

SPEED RECOMMENDS 
APPLICATIONS IN 
CONTROL OF WEEDS 

The first two or three cul- 
tivations may be eliminated 
by the use of pre-emergence 
herbicides. County Agent, 
J.R. Speed, recommends 
dinitro, Sesone or Falone 
for the control of weeds in 
peanuts, 

The herbicides are usu- 
ally applied in eight to ten 
gallons of water and spray- 
ed in a 12 to 14 inch band 
centered on the row. A wide 
presswheel or drag should 
be used to leave a smooth 
level band for spraying, 

Best control can be ex- 
pected when soil moisture 
and temperature are favor- 
able for rapid germination 
of seed, and when the mat- 
erials are sprayed on a sm- 
ooth surface with enough 
water to give good cover- 
age. Herbicides will usu- 
ally give good control of 
small seeded annual weeds 
germinating near the sur- 
face in the treated area. 

Under moderately favor- 
able soil and weather con- 
ditions, the chemicals will 
usually control weeds from 
three to six weeks. Only the 
middles should be plowed 
as long as weeds are con- 
trolled on the band. When 
weeds begin to germinate 
in the treated area, culti- 
vate immediately. No fur- 
ther weed control can be 
expected from the herbicide. 

For complete information 
on the use of herbicides on 
peanuts, Speed suggests 
that interested growers come 
by his office and pick up 
weed control bulletins. 


HOGS MONEY-MAKER 
FOR PRODUCER IN 
COFFEE COUNTY 

Hogs are Coffee County’s 
most up-and-coming money- 
maker. 

Last year, hogs grossed 
more than $2 million--double 
what it was three or four 
years ago. At one time, 
farmers depended on peanuts 
and cotton for their living. 
But with the cost of these 
crops continuing to go up, 
the farmer’s profit has been 
dropping and he has been 
seeking other ways to feed 
and clothe his family. 

Livestock has gradually 
moved in, 

Coffee County Agent, J.R. 


Speed, says that hogs are 
the county’s greatest po- 
tential. ‘They fit more fa- 
ms,’ explains the Auburn 
University agent, ‘than any 
othercommodity.’ The small 
farmer can have a good hog 
program. 

Speed predicts that hogs 
will continue to boom in 
the county. In three or four 
more years, he says that 
farmers will be producing 
hogs worth $6 to $7 mil- 
lion each year. 


Back a few years ago, 
Speed recalls that produc- 
ers thought of hogs as mer- 
ely a means of picking up 
peanuts left in the field. 
Buyers termed these hogs 
as ‘soft pork’ and penaliz- 
ed growers about two cents 
a pound for the lower qual- 
ity pork. 

Now, farmers put more 
emphasis on hogs. For ma- 
ny producers, hogs are a 
major source of income. 

Producers have seen the 
possibility of hogs and have 


They have turn- 
ed away from hogging off 
peanuts and grow the type 
hog the consumer demands. 
The price gap is closing 
up. They’re beginning to 
get top prices for their hogs. 

To further improve qual- 
ity and give the homemaker 
the type meat she demands, 
farmers are following what 
is referred to as a three-way 
cross; they start by breed- 
ing a Landrace gilt to a 
Hampshire boar, then they 
breed the offspring to a 
Duroc. 

‘I finally have 
where I want her,’ explains 
Joe Meacham of Elba Rt. 
2. When I first got her, she 
weaned only seven pigs. 
That wasn’t enough. By 
following the three-way cr- 
oss, one of her offsprings 
recently farrowed 14,’ 

Other changes are also 
taking place. Hogs are fed 
out on a concrete place ine | 
stead of letting them roam 
the fields and pastures. 

Meacham’s hog operation 
is typical of the boom that 
is taking place in the coun- 
ty. Last June, the Curtis 
Community grower built a 
15 by 80 foot pig parlor that 
holds 130 animals, At first, 
he bought his feeder pigs, 
but recently he decided that 
he could grow part of them. 
He now has 15 sows. 

In buying feeder pigs, the 
hog producer did something 
that all growers should do. 
Whenhe buys pigs, he feeds 
them about two weeks in an 
isolated pen away from the 
other animals. Then what 
he is sure that they’re di- 
sease free, he carries them 
to his regular pig parlor.

ADMINISTRATION 
OF DRUGS 


A drug is administered 
to a patient in such a way 
is to have the best effect 
in the Shortest time, This 
may be by mouth, hypo- 
dermically, on the skin, 
intravenously, by inhala- 
tion, intraspinally, or sub- 
lingually, 

-By mouth,the drug is 
swallowed and absorbed 
into the system from the 
elimentary or food tract. 

-Hypodermically, the 
drug is put into the tis- 
sues by means of a spe- 
cial hollow needle and a 
syringe. Hypodermic ad- 
ministration is frequently 
used when the patient can- 
not swallow medicine, as 
when unconscious or inde- 
lirilum, or when the ali- 
mentary tract cannot hold 
the drug as in vomiting or 
diarrhea, 

-In a few cases drugs 
are administered on the 
skin, oily or fatty pre- 
parations being rubbed on 
the skin and left to be 
absorbed, 

-Drugs introduced in- 
travenously, that is into 
the veins, act with prompt- 
ness as the dose passes 
almost immediately into 
the circulation,

Spring Turkey 
Hunting Season 


Now Open 


The Alabama _ spring } 


turkey hunting season 
opened Wednesday, March 
20, according to State Con- 
servation Director Claude 
D, Kelley. The conserva- 
tion official revealed that 
all counties with fall sea- 
sons last year will have a 
one month (March 20-April 
20) season. 

Other counties with the 
same season include all of 
Autauga, Bullock, Dallas, 
Lowndes, Russell, Sumter 
and the Fort Rucker Re- 
servation, along with most 
sections of Calhoun, Cle- 
burne, Colbert, Franklin, 
Greene, Lawrence, Lawr- 
ence, Perry, St. Clair, and 
Winston counties. These 
areas had no fall turkey 
season, A shorter spring 
hunting period (April 1- 
April 20) is slated for the 
Crenshaw, Dale, Elmore, 
and Henry areas and most 
of Geneva County. 

Kelley said the current 
bag limit is one gobbler 
each day or five of the 
big birds during the 1962- 
63 season. Hunters may 
take only gobblers during 
either the fall or spring 
seasons, 

He stated that turkeys 
may be hunted on several 
public management areas 
open for hunting this 
spring. These lands, stock- 
ed and supervised by con- 
servation personnel, cover 
several thousand acres and 
may be used by licensed 
public hunters. Kelley said 
that bow and arrow hunt 
ing will be permitted dur- 
ing the spring season al- 
though no special time has 
been reserved for archers. 

The conservation direc- 
tor revealed that a new re- 
gulation prohibiting hunting 
near turkey feeding areas 
becomes effective this sea- 
son, Kelley officially made 
known Regulation A-378 
which calls for turkey feed- 
ing on hunting areas to 
cease ten days before the 
spring or fall season opens. 
This new promulgation also 
prohibits hunting turkeys 
within 100 yards of feeding 
areas where grain is left 
on the ground, Kelley stated 
that turkey hunting would 
be allowed on areas with 
growing crops of chufas, 
clover or green oats. His 
ruling repealed all con- 
flicting hunting regula- 
tions. 

Charles D. Kelley, 
Game and Fish Division 
chief, said almost 3,000 
gobblers were bagged 
during the 1962 fall sea- 
son, according to estimates
